The Brisbane Courler Mail 


has reported the discovery of a’ 


substitute for blood by the Red 
Cross Society's transfusion 
laboratory here. 

The paper quoted the Direc- 
tor of the Laboratory, Dr E. 
Shaw, as saying, “This sub~ 
stitute could make Australia 
the leader in blood research.”. 

Dr Shaw sald that the sub- 
stitute had been developed after 
years of work on it, Further 
years of clinical trials would be 
necessary before the substitute 
was proved. 

_ The - substitute “was a” by- 
product from the red cells in the 
blood and at present its pro- 


duction was In ‘only the pilot’ 


stage. 

The dscovery apened up a 
huge experimental field in the 
uses of blood and its by-products, 
Dr Shaw said.—Reuter.
